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First Supplement to Memorandum 97-68

Administrative Rulemaking: Interpretive Guidelines

We have received a letter from Laura A. Cadra, representing the Southern

California Association of Law Libraries (attached). Ms. Cadra urges the

Commission to require publication of advisory interpretations in the California

Regulatory Notice Register. Publication in the Notice Register facilitates research

by consolidating all advisory interpretations in a single location that is

permanently archived.

This was the procedure originally recommended by the staff. However, in

response to a comment from the Office of Administrative Law (OAL), suggesting

that the Notice Register was an inappropriately short-lived forum, the staff

proposed instead that notice of the adoption of an advisory interpretation be

printed in the Notice Register, with clear instructions on how to obtain a copy of

the full text of the advisory interpretation from the adopting agency. See

Memorandum 97-68, pp. 6-7.

OAL’s concern that the Notice Register is an inadequate forum can be

addressed by requiring publication in the Notice Register and by the agency in

their own publication and on the Internet. This would preserve the benefits of

publication in each of these locations, with a slight increase in adoption costs.
